An investigation of the Atlanta 
‘ fire department whieh promises 
many sensational developments has 
been ordered by the board of fire 
masters, and beginning’ next Wed- 
nesday the board will hear testimony 


bearing upon differences that have | 


arisen between members of the de- 
. partment and its chief, W. B. Cody. 

The investigation, which was in- 
itiated at the instance of Chief Cody, 
ie in the hands of Councilman Al H. 
' Martin, of the s*cond ward, chair- 
man; Councilman F. A. Maffett, of 
_ the tenth ward, and Councilman J. L. 
Carpenter, of the ninth ward, a com- 
mittee appointed by Chairman J. R. 
' BSeawright, of the firemasters, and 
' this committee will hear the testi- 
mony of Fred A. Straub, of No, 11 
engine house, and Homer R. Daniels, 
of the signal service, who have been 
cited to appear before the commit- 
tee. Other members of the depart- 
ment are.expected to be called before 
the committee. 

Declaring that members of the fire 
. department have circulated charges 
against him that affected not only 
- hts official actions as chief of the 
department, but that stories have 
‘heen told that reflected upon his 
_ private character, Chief Cody an- 
nounced to the firemasters that those 
responsible for these charges were 
not only guilty. of ‘slander and highly - 
- Jmproper conduct as members of the 
aépartment, but. that they were also 
guilty of insubordination, and he 
asked the board to institute an in- 
vestigation. 

Investigation Asked. 

“If the board finds me guilty of 
the chatges that have been made 
against me,” declared the chief, “I 
should be dismissed from the service, 

should the\charges prove to be 

inded,I ask that the 
,@eal with the authors 
of the slanders.” 

The issue was unmistakably drawn 
by the chief in his request for an 
investigation; ahd‘ it is expected that 
ffe will take drastic action with ref- 
erence to several mambers of the 
department in case the board finds 
him innocent of the charges that 
are said to have been made against 
him by men in the service. 

When Fireman Straub and Sig- 
nalman Daniels were ordered by 
the chief to appear before the fire- 
masters last Saturday, they each 
report accompanied by attor- 
neys Cérl Hutcheson and Harvey 
Hill, agpearing to represent them. 
The cases were not then gone into, 
their attorneys asking that they 
be allowed ten days in which to 

prepare the evidence they would 
likely offer before the committee. 
This time was granted und it is 
expected that the hearing will open_ 
on Wednesday morning of next 
“week. 

For several weeks there have 
been rumblings and rumors con- 
cerning the fire department and it 
has‘ been known about the city ball 
that certain members of the fire 
department have paid visits to city 
councilmen in the interest of candi- 
dates opposing Cody for chief of 
the department. There are said to 
be two candidates for chief, W. B. 
Cummings, who was defeated for 
the place four yeafs ago by Chief 
W. B. Cody, and Captain John Ter- 
rell, of engine company No. 11. 

In addition to the campaign that 
has been waged by the friends of 
the above mentioned candidates for 
the place of chief, it is said that 
several members of the department 
have made statements concerning 
the present chief, criticising. his 
ability to govern the department 
and reflecting upon his efficiency 
as chief. Many of the members of 
the department are said to have 
opénly declared their opposition to 
Chief Cody and in some instances 
it is said that the men under him 
have made statements that reftect- 
ed upon his private character. 


Imposed On, Sayse Friend. 

“Chief Cody has allowed himself 
to be imposed upon by being too: 
tolerant with a spirit of rebellion 
and Bolshevism that has been 
shown by a few of his men,” said 
a friend of Chief Cody’s Tuesday 
afternoon. “He is a kind-hearted 
man and dislikes to cause trouble 
to anyone, preferring to bear in- 
justice to himself rather than to 
apply a rigid discipline to his men. 

“There are two or three candi- 
dates for chief of the fire depart- 
ment,” continued the chief's friend, 
. “among whom are an ex-chief and 
a captain of a company in the 
present department, and many of 
. those who have aligned themselves 
with these candidates have become 
antagonistic to .Chief Cody. They 
have canvassed the city council, 
finding that more than twenty-five 
of the members of the city council 
are for Cody, and this caused them 
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Great Enthusiasm’ Shown 
at Meeting When “Safe 
and Sane” Movement Is 
Formally Launched in 
Atlanta. 


Great enthusiasm was shown at 
a meeting of a large number of 
cotton men and representatives from 
all lines of commercial activities, 
when the “safe-and-sane” cotton 
movement was formally launched 
Tuesday morning at the Atlanta 
Commercial exchange. The cam- 
paign will be conducted to induce 
the farmers of the south to hold 
this year’s cotton crop, and reduce 
next year’s acreage, thereby causing 
a stale cotton market. 

It was agreed that this could only 
be accomplished in the. south 
through the co-operation of the 
producers, the merchants and cot- 
ton exchanges. Unless this is done, 
according to Captain H. L. Stevens, 
of New Orleans, who was the prin- 


will drop so low that an economic 
disaster will result. 


Outlines Purpose of Meeting. 

Captain Stevens, who is a special 
representative of the firm of Rum- 
ble & Wensel, cotton operators of 
Natchez, Miss., outlined the purpose 
of the meeting, and told of the re- 
sults that have already been accom- 
plished through publicity among 
the farmers and business men of 
this section. He said that, unless a 
large portion of the 1918 cotton is 
kept off the market, the price is 
liable to tumble, 

“The slogan of this movement,” 
he said, “is to hold the 1918 crop 
for a price of not less than 30 cents, 
and reduce next year’s acreage to 
two-thirds of the 1918 acreage. For 
nearly a half century the south has 
supplied the world with cheap cot- 
ton, and the southern farmers have 
received in return only a mere ex- 
istence. 

“In the north and west the farm- 
ers have become thoroughly organ- 
ized within the recent years, and 
are now securing tangible results 
and general prosperity. he same 
could easily be accomplished in the 
south, if the co-operation of the 
farmers is secured in the ‘safe-and- 
sane’ ovement. 

“The returns realized from di- 
versified crops will be larger, the 
agricultural conditions of the south 
improved, and the cotton market 
stabilized, if this movement is car- 
ried out,” 

"Captain Biehend.” asserted. ‘that 
the campaign is headed by Pheodore 
. Wensel, of Natchez, Migs., and is 
now being finamced by on iy men 
and operators in all lines of busi- 
ness activities. A total of $15,836 
has been donated by business estab- 
lishments and private persons to

Mr. Guion said that the aim of

Sweeping Investigation of 
Bolshevik, I. W. W. and 
Other Propaganda Or- 
dered After Tempestu- 
ous Debate. 


SENATORS DENOUNCE 
ALLEGED PROPAGANDA 


And Attack Members of 
the House for Attending 
Meeting in Washington 
at Which the Russian 
Soviet Government Was 

" Praised. 


Washington, February 4.—Sweep- 
ing investigation of Bolshevik, I. W. 
W. and other propaganda was or- 
dered unanimously today by the 
senate after two hours of tempestu- 
ous discussion in which several sen- 
ators deciared that organizations 
were plotting to overthrow the 
American government by violence. 

The senate judiciary sub-commit- 
tee, which for more than a year has 
been investigating pro-German and 
brewers’ propaganda, was author- 
ized by the,senate resolution to con- 
duct the new inquiry. The commit- 
tee will begin work probably next 
Friday,~-Chairman Overman  an- 
nounced tonight aft€f an executive 
meeting of the committee to con- 
sider procedure. Senator Overman 
said the new investigation would 
cover &@ wide range and would con- 
tinue indefinitely, probably even 
after congress adjourned. 

The ,resolution, offered by Sena- 
tor Wash, of Montana, democrat, 
an dadopted without a roll call or 
dissenting vote, extends the com- 
mittee’s power.to inquire concerning 
any effort being made to propa- 
gate in this country the principles 
of any party exercising or claiming 
to exercise authority in - Russia, 
whether such efforts originate in 
this country or are incited or fi- 
nanced from abroad, and further to) 
inquire into any effort to incite the 
overthrow of the government of 
this country or all government by 
force, or by the destruction of life 
or property, or the general cessa- 
tion of industry.” 

Impassioned Denunciation. 

Senators joined in impassioned 
denunciation of the alleged prone 


slam upwiek Sapavania” was praised 
as superior’ to the American form 
of government. Senator Poindexter, 
of Washington, republican, intro- 
duced a resolution calling for in- 
vestigation by the department of 
justice of the assembly here which 
was addressed by Representative 
Mason, of Illinois, and at which Rep- 
resentatives Gordon, of Ohio, and 
Dillon, of South Dakota, also were 
present. This resolution went over 
for further discussion. ’ 

The senate's investigation look- 
ing-to the suppression of the alleged 
seditiou paganda came unex- 
pectedly. Senator Myers, of Mon- 
tana, opened the discussion with 
vigorous criticism of last Sunday’s 
public meeting, held in a theater 
owned by the government and said 
any member of congress who spoke 
at the meeting in support of the 
Russian soviet should be expelled. 
Senator Kellogg, of Minnesota, de-~ 
nounced a proclamation in a 8t. 
Louis newspaper entitled “Lenine’s 
Appeal to the Bolshevik of Ameri- 
ca,” and said “criminal” propagahda 
aimed at a violent overthrow of the 
government was active in the United 
States, 

Overthrow of Gevernment. 

Senator Weeks, of Massachusetts, 
republican, declared that the Amer- 
ican people did not understand that 
the real purpose behind the propa- 
ganda was the overthrow of their 
government, and that until they do 
understand, it could not be stamped 
out. 

Violence in seeking government 
reforms was deplored by Senator 
Borah, of Idaho, republican, as un- 
necessary, because of hte power 
held in the American ballot. He 
urged that senators after congress 
adjourned “go on the rostrum mm 
preach Amerircanism.” 

Senator Walsh-asked if the judi- 
ciary subcommittee was authorized 
to investigate such propaganda as 
that under discussion. Chairman 
Overman said it was not and Mr. 
Walsh hastily drafted and presented 
his resolution which was quickly 
adopted. 

The resolution was regarded by 
the sub-committee as authorizing an 
inquiry into the activities of the 
Il. W. W., which was referred to by 
Senator Thomas, of Colorado, dur- 
ing the senate discussion as a 
“criminal” organization. Senator 
Kellogg declared that the I. W. W. 
was seeking to wreck the govern- 
ment by force.

Like Influenza 


According to the Director 
General of U. S. Employ- 
ment Service— Bread 
Lines by’ May 1 Unless 
Wave of Unemployment 
Is Checked. 


New York, February 4-—If “the 
wave of unemployment sweeping 
over the country” is. not checked, 
“the prediction of Frank Morrison, 
secretary of the Amerircan Federa- 
tion of Labor, that we shall have 
bread lines in the big cities of the 
country by May 1 will come true,” 
declared Nathan A. Smyth, assist- 
ant director general of the United 
States. employment service, in an 
address here today. 

Speaking before employment serv- 
ice examiners from states east of 
the Nississippi, Mr. Smyth answered 
attacks which he said had been 
made on the service -by private 
agencies, friends of atatqa, employ- 
ment agencies and the National 
Metal Trades association. 

“These attacks,” said Mr. Smyth, 
“are being made upon the only gov- 
ernment agency that is engaged in 
getting jobs for returning soldiers, 
sailors and war workers. 

“A spirit of social unrest is 
spreading across the country like 
the influenza, and the only agency 
that is working against it is the 
United States employment service.” 

Asserting that the most serious 
attack had come from the National 
Metal Trades associ:‘ion, Mr. Smyth 
continued: 

“The Metal ~rades association has 
some fourteen or fifteen branch of- 
fices throughout the country which 
operate as :..ployment «agencies. 
The associations stand for an open 
shop. Some of its members are 
openly opposed to organized labor, 
although this cannot be said of the 
membership as a whole. 

“In these branches there is kept 
what is known to laboring men as 
a ‘black list!’ Naturally organized 
labor is very much opposed to this 
system, 

‘Apparently °° -vs"-ins the mo- 
tives which underlie the activities 
of the Metal Trades association. The 
fight between employers and or- 
ganized labor, which was forgotten 
during the war, seems to be crop- 
ping up again. Some employers ap- 
parently fear that a federal employ- 
ment agency will be utilized to fit 
organized labor. 
This fear is unfounded. The depart- 
ment of labor, both through its eme 
ployment service and its other bu- 
reaus, has lived up to its announced 
policy of strict neutrality.” 


C: A. BARRETT 1S GIVEN

Washington, February 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The ‘state department today 
issued passports to France for 
Charles S. Barrett, of Union City, 
Ga., president of the National Farm- 
ers’ union, and within the week Mr.

A SOLDIERS GIVEN 
CONGRESS MEDALS 


For Heroic Deeds in 
France — Several of the 
Men Decorated Are From 


South Carolina. 


Washington, February 4.—The 
+ award of forty-one congressional 
medals of honor, America’s highest 
military decoration, which previous- 
ly had been given to only three men 
for service in the great war, was 
announced today by the war depart- 
ment. Two lists of awards were is- 
sued, one bearing the names of two 
officers and ninetetn enlisted men, 
and the other those of eight officers 
and twelve enlisted men. 

Beyond the Call of Duty. 

The medals were awarded on rec- 
ommendation of General Pershing 
for “conspicuous gallantry and in- 
trepidity above and beyond the call 
of duty.” Some of the medals were 
awarded posthumously. 

Only three of the medals 
had been awarded previously for 
service in the great war. 

Many distinguished service crosses 
for gallantry in action, and distin- 
guished service medals, given for 
conspicuous service of any character 
in connection with the army, have 
been warded heretofore, but the 
wearers of the medal of honor con- 
stitute a special roll of honor. It 
carries with it gratuitous and cer- 
tain privileges. 

The cross and distinguished serv- 
ice medal can be awarded by any 
independent commander in the field. 
The medal of honor is given by the 
secretary of war on recommendation 
of the military commander, such 
recommendation being reviewed by 
a board of officers to make certain

Chairman Padgett, While 
Admitting Wilson Had 
Cabled, Refused to ‘‘ Af- 
firm or Deny Any Word 
in Cablegram.” 


Washington, February 4.—Dis- 
closure in the house today by 
Chairman Padgett, of the naval 
committee, that President Wilson, 
in a cablegram last week to Secre- 
tary Daniels, insisted that congress 
adopt the new three-year naval 
building program, was followed by 
futile efforts of republican,memters 
to obtain the text of the message. 

Representative Padgett said the 
president’s cablegram was respon- 
sible for the committee’s unanimous 
recommendation of the construction 
of ten dreadnaughts and ten ‘scout 
cruisers, carried in the new $750,- 
000,000 naval appropriation bill, 
consideration of which was begun 
in the house. Mr. Padgett refused 
to make public the text of the mes- 
sage on the ground that questions 
of foreign ‘ policy were involved in 
its contents. 

“The president was very earnest 
and very insistent that the three- 
year program should be carried 
out,” declared Mr. Padgett. “In 
substance, the president stated that 
nothing had occurred over there to 
change his recommendation, but he 
stated, however, that he was will- 
ing that if there were developments 
in the way of tribunals for disarma- 
ment and a league of nations he 
would be willing that a proviso 
should be inserted to allow him to 
discontinue or stop the program.” 

Only one member of the: house 
opposed the proposed naval expan- 
sion during the .debate today, 
Representative Huddleston, of Ala- 
bama,. criticised the bill. as repre- 
senting a “policy of imperialism 
that: would saddle the country with 
a burden of militarism” and would 
lead to another war. Representa-~

“Fatal te My Negotiations.” 

A cross fire of questions from re- 
publican representatives disclosed 
that the president had sent’ a mes- 
sagé urging the necessity of pass- 
ing the bill, Representativé Gillett, 
of Massachusetts, asked if the mes- 
sage said: that the failure of the 
bill. would be “fatal to my negotia- 
tions,” and said he regarded such 
language as “intimating the United 
States had only one negotiator over 
there.” 

“That is not accurate,” answered 
Mr. Padgett. Pressed by Repre- 
sentative Rogers, of Massachusetts, 
republican, who asked if the word 
“fatal” was used, Mr. Padgett said 
he would have to be “excused from 
answering as to the words that were 
or were not in the president’s | ca- 
ble,” and added that he would “not 
affirm nor deny any word in the 
cablegram.” 

“Do you not think at a time like 
this that is so critical,” insisted Mr. 
Rogers, “that the American cén- 
gress should be furnished with‘ all 
the information in reference to a 
policy concerning the American peo- 
ple which the committee has in 
order to enable it to make up its 
mind?” 

“The critical time is not limited 
to here,” responded Mr. Padgett, “it 
is also over there. And it would 
not be proper for me to give the 
words that were used.” 

Questions by Representative Gra- 
ham, of Illinois, republican, dis- 
closed that the cable was sent in 
answer to one sent to the president 
by Secretary Daniels, telling of the 
situation in congress and asking if 
the president’s experiences abroad 
would lead him to change the rec- 
ommendation for a. new building 
program. 

Representative Butler, of Penn- 
Sylvania, the ranking republican 
member of the naval committee, 
said he did not believe passage of 
the bill would help the situation in 
Europe “one bit.” 

Panama Canal Tolls Recalled. 

Whereupon Representative Gra- 
ham asked if the present situation 
was not similar to that when the 
president sent a message to con- 
gress urging action on the Panama 
canal tolls. Mr. Butler said the

Paris, February 4.—(Special Ca- 
ble to The Constitution.)—There is 
a question that was asked many 
times before I left America which 
finds an easy answer in Europe 
quite different from what could be 
realized at home. What, after all, 
is America doing in Europe; in 
France, at the present time? What 
is her role as it actually reveals 
itself on the spot? 

The answer is as simple as it ‘fs 
surprising. At the present hour 
America is playing a greater role 
at Paris, possesses more influence 
and encounters less opposition, po- 
litically speaking at least, than did 
Bismarck at the congress of: Ber- 
lin. No nation, not even Russia, 
was so powerful at Vienna a gen- 
tury ago. 

Thig astonishing development— 
and it is astonishing for a nation 
which in all but some few years of 
its existence has steadily avoided 
intermixture in European affairs— 
is in the main the result of acci- 
dent, rather than of design. Not 
even President Wilsen could have 
fully foreseen when he left Wash- 
ington exactly what place America 
weeeto hold, not alone in the peace 
conference, but henceforth in the 
world. 

America’s Dominating Position. 

Among the great powers which 
have fought Germany, America 
alone emerges fresh, with her re- 
sources increased rather than dimin- 
ished. 

The physical losses of France 
have been stupendous, British ma- 
terial and human sacrifices have 
been enormous and the blow to 
British mgrale has been perhaps 
even greater. It was almost inevi- 
table that when America came to 
Europe her immediate and, far more, 
her eventual strength should give 
her a dominating position. And it 
has happened. America is seeking 
to impress no selfish policy upon 
the world. The truest criticism of 
the American purpose is that her 
idealism is at times blind and on 
occasion perilous to her friends and 
of advantage to the enemy.’ Yet 
were America’s policy and purposes 
selfish, there would still be lacking 
force or energy to oppose them, and 
again I am thinking of political 
rather than economic policies. Ina 
curiously complex dpgree, France, 
Britain and Italy have accepted the 
fact that war has not made America 
a world power, but the greatest of 
world powers, and the people of 
Europe perhaps evén more than 
their statesmen have accepted Amer- 
ica’s leadership. No head of any 
European government, save on one 
or two questions of life and death, 
would venture to take issue with the 
United States, and I doubt if even 
then he would survive the shock. 

Consequences to America. 

But the consequences of our new 
and unexpected position must not 
escape the American people. The 
nations which have almost tacity 
accepted the new American influ- 
ence have also equally tacitly agreed 
that with power must go respon- 
sibility. If -we insist upon putting 
new ideas and new principles into 
practice, we must take our share 
of the burdens which from Con- 
stantinople to the Orange river and 
from the Atlantic to the Persian 
gulf confront the peace makers. The 
familiar American idea is that as 
soon as possible after our job is 
done, we should recall our troops 
and return to our old isolation. 
This view is held by not-a few 
Americans in Paris, but it is not 
the European idea, nor do I. be- 
lieve the thing. will be possible. 

Rather there are multiplving evi- 
dences that when we broke with 
our past to enter this war we broke 
with it not for a year, not for the 
period of the war, but forever. 

It is essential to recognize that 
through the logic of events: Amer- 
ica will have more to do with the 
shaping of the treaty of peace than 
any other nation. Mr. Wilson has 
accepted for his country a mission 
which perhaps the nation itself 
could not have escaped in any event. 
But he has done more than accept. 
‘He has embraced opportunity. The 
treaty of Paris will be an American 
document, to the extent which no 
American not now in Europe yet/ 
suspects.

court-martial were being reviewed 
by lawyers in the judge-advocate 
general's office. 

“rt understand,” said Mr. Page,

cated, the examination of cases 
for the purpose of determining 
whethdr the sentences are unjust 
for any reason. 

“T understand that there is to be 
a conference tomorrow between the 
secretary and judge-advocate gen- 
eral, the commandants of the vari- 
ous penal institutions, including the 
disciplinary barracks throughout 
the country, for the purpose of get- 
ting the views of all the command- 
ants familiar with federal prison 
punishments upon questions of re- 
lieving from unjust punishments, if 
any are found.

In case of a 
dispute between two nations each 
nation named arbitrators and these 
two selected a third arbitrator. The 
three arbitrators thus chosen con- 
stituted a tribunal for determining 
the issues. 

The foregoing, on broad lines, is 
the project which meets with most 
favor among the small nations, as 
they would be represented both on 
the legislative and’ executive 


powers. . 
The question now before the com- 
mission is one largely between the 
great and small powers. Several of

Permanent Highways 
And Concrete Bridges 
' For Dougherty County 


Albany, Ga., February 4.—(Spe- 
cial.}—Twin projects for building a 
concrete bridge across Flint river 
at Albany and also several perma- 
nent highways through Dougherty 
county have been launched, as the 
result of conference between the 
board of county commissioners .and 
a number of representative citizens, 

The matter was taken up Monday 
at the regular meeting of the com- 
missioners. Chairman Lippitt stated 
that the time had come for tearing 
down the present steel bridge and 
putting in its place a structure of 
concrete. ‘A bond issue of not less 
than $100,000 to care for the bridge 
Was suggested. 

There were present a number of 
prominent citizens of the county, 
who had been invited to confer with 
the commissioners. All were in fa- 
vor of taking up the subject of 
permanent highways through the 
county. The only differences of 
opinion that developed were over 
the question of time, and also 
whether the bridge and road proj- 
ects should be presented to the vot- 
ers at the same time. 

After considerable discussion, a 
resolution was adopted providing 
for the eppointment of a commit- 
tee to act with the county commis- 
sioners in securing full information 
eonnected with. such highway im- 
provement projects as are contem- 
plated. It was ‘agreed that no per- 
manent construction on highways 
should be. undertaken while the 
prices of material are at the present 
high levels, but it is desired to se- 
cure action in order to be ready 
for beginning operations when con- 
ditions shall be favorable. It was 
agreed to submit the bridge bonds 
project and the road bonds project 
to the voters at the same time, 
though all. details remain to be 
worked out, and not in several 
months can an eléction be held. 

The unanimity of sentiment in fa- 
vor of a large bond issue for per- 
manent highways to be built es 
soon as the prices of material re- 
cede from the present high levels 
was one of the gratifying features 
of the meeting, nor was there a sin- 
gle objection to the proposal to build 
a modern bridge across the Flint. 

Dougherty county, with taxable 
values assessed at $10,000,000, has 
a bonded indebtedness of only _ $60,- 
000, and no floating indebtedness. 
Few counties in the state are better 
prepared to put through a project 
such as is contemplated. 


BURKE PLANTERS 
AGREE TO REDUCE 
COTTON ACREAGE 


Waynesboro, Ga. Feruary 4.— 
At one of the largest and most rep- 
resentative meetings of farmers, 
merchants, bankers, factors and 
other business allied with cotton 
ever held in Waynesboro, plans 
were perfected this morning to 
begin the movement in Burke 
county for the reduction of. 25 per 
cent of acreage planted in cotton. 

At this meeting farmers operat- 
ing a total of over twenty-five hun- 
dred plows were present. F. M. 
Cates, one of the largest farmers in 
the county, was elected chairman 
and, after stirring talks advocating 
reduction by Judge W. H. Davis, 
R. Cc. Neely, G. G. Warneck, C. W. 
Skinner and others. a motion was 
carried unanimously, and every 
planter present willingly and freely 
agreed to cut the acreage planted 
in cotton at least 25 per cent of the 
1918 acreage, and in some cases yol- 
untary pledges were made to make 
an even greater reduction. 

Plans were also ‘perfected and 
committes appointed for each mi- 
litia istrict in the county to make 
further organization in these dis- 
tricts, and renort at another meet- 
ing to be held in Waynesboro on 
February 138. Six delegates were 
appointed to represent Burke coun- 
tv in the Macon convention to be 
held on Thursday. 

The county being the largest cot- 
ton producing county in the state, 
and one of the largest in the world, 
is vitally intereste din any move 
in the interest of cotton, and from 
talks made at this meeting, the 
idea of redluction will be c&Arried 
out throughout the county to almost 
a man. 

A reduction In cotton acreage of 
25 per cent would mean for this 
county a reduction from _ 70,000 
bales annually to 55,000 bales. 


FARMER ACQUITTED 
OF MURDER CHARGE 


Rome, Ga., February 4.—(Special.) 
Anthony Baber. charged with the 
murder of A. B. Wisener, was to- 
day acquitted by a jury in Floya 
superior court. The defendant. a 
middle age farmer, of Dallas, Ga., 
declared that he killed Wisener, a 
younger man, to save himself. 

He claimed that Wisener had 
broken up his home by his atten- 
tion to Mrs. Baber, that the pair had 
come to Rome together, that he fol- 
lowed them to settle the matter 
and when he entered the house in 
East Rome, where the pair was, 
Wisener came toward him firing his 
revolver and that he shot in self- 
defense.

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They Tell Congressmen 
Food Dictator Has As- 
sisted Packers to Immi- 
nent Ruin of the Cattle 
Producers.

Washington, February 4.—A gov- 
ernment regulated monopoly of the 
meat industry was. advocated by 
livesstock producers today before 
the senate agriculture committee 
and the house interstate commerce 
committee as the only means of 
Satisfying both the producer and 
the consumer and preventing the 
cattle business from being de- 
stroyed. 

George Armstrong, cattleman of 
Fort Worth, Texas, recommended to 
the senate committee that legisla- 
tion be enacted which would give 
the government control. of the en- 
tire industry and permit it to fix 
the prices of live stock, meat and 
labor. He said both producers and 
consumers had just grievances 
against the present system, and 
that only government intervention 
would prevent continued agitation. 
. Edward C, Lasater, member of the 
executive committee of the National 
Live Stock association and former 
chief of the live stock and markets 
division of the food administration, 
told the house committee the cattle 
industry would be destroyed if the 
government did not take steps im- 
mediately toward assuring the pro- 
ducers a just profit. He declared 


more cattlemen were facing bank-’ 


ruptcy today than at any other time 
in the history of the industry. 
Hoover Held Responsible. 

Mr. Lasater charged the food ad- 
ministration was responsible for 
large losses suffered by live-stock 
producers. He said the packers were 
assured a good profit on everything 
they handled, but when the pro- 
ducers asked for the same privilege 
Food Administrator Hoover told 
them it could not be done, and that 
they should be willing to make some 
sacrifices to aid the country to win 
the war. 

The witness said the result was 
the credit of the producers was de- 
stroyed, and that they had lost so 
much they now were forced to sell 
almost all their calves with the 
consequent threat to the future 


meat supply. 

“Mr. Hoover seemed to have 
éeveryone’s interests at heart except 
the producers,” he _ stated. “He 
treated them unfairly the 
start.”’ 

While Mr. Armstrong was testi- 
fying before the senate committee 
he was asked concerning letters 
bearing on his relations to the five 
big. packers. One of these dealt 
with the’ purchase of stock in The 
Fort Worth Record. The witness 
explained that he had helped to 
purchase a controlling interest in 
this paper, advancing $10,000 bor- 
rowed on notes indorsed by Armour 
& Co. and Swift & Co., but denied 
his purpose was to give the packers 
control of the paper. 

Mr. Armstrong said his purpose 
was to change the “socialistic view- 
point” of the editor, Clarence 
Ousley, now assistant to Secretary 
Houston. Mr. Armstrong said he 
later disposed of his newspaper 
stock and was convinced now that 
Mr. Oousley’s ideas of government 
‘were nearer right than were his 
own at that time. " 

Mr. Armstrong said he knew 
nothing about another arrangement, 
referred to in letters read by Fran- 
cis J. Heney, in which the packers 
obtained stock in The Fort Worth 
Star-Telegraph, as security for a 
loan to the paper. 

Swift’s Man Testifies. 


Henry Veeder, counsel for Swift 
& Co., followed Mr. Armstrong. He 
testified concerning his connection 
with the pools conducted by the big 
packers for ten years down to 1902, 
and, after several clashes with Mr. 
Heney, protested he was not per- 
mitted to answer questions properly. 

Formation of pools by the big 
packers was to prevent an over- 
supplied market and to keep prices 
stable, Mr. Veeder ‘testified. One 
pool was broken up by Schwarzs- 
child & Sulzberger, an independent 
company, flooding the market, he 
declared. 

“But, could the small packers 
break up combinations of the big 
pacers today?” asked Mr. Heney. 

“They coul@ if they had enough 
capital to stick it out,” Mr. Veeder 
replied. 

“They would have to have more 
money than England,” commented 
Mr. Heney. 

Widely published advertisements 
of “Where the Swift Dollar Goes” 
were criticised by members of the 
committee during the téstimony of 
L. D. H. Weld, manager of Swift & 
Co.’s research department, who was 
the first witness today before the 
senate committee. 

Senators Norris and Gronna said 
the advertising was misleading, and 
would give readers of country pa- 
pers the impression the packing con- 
cern was making a profit of 2. per 
cent instead of 12. Mr. Weld said 
the advertisement pointed out that 
2.04 out of each 100 cents of sales 
went for profit, 85 cents for live 
stock and the remainder for ex- 
penses.

DILLARD NOT GUILTY 
OF LYNCHING NEGRO 


Tuscumbia, Ala., February 4.—A 
verdict of not guilty was returned 
by the jury late today in the case 
of Frank Dillard, charged with be- 
ing one of the principals in the 
lynching of Will Byrd, negro. The 
lynching occurred in Sheffield on 
November 10, 1918. 

The state, in its testimony, relied 
almost tentirely on the evidence of 
two negroes who were confined in 
the city jail of Sheffield on _ the 
night of the murder. Both of these 
negroes testified that Dillard was 
one of a party of men who came to 
the jail at the time and took Byrd 
out, Their testimony was par- 
tially corroborated by Jailer V. T. 
Wallace. 

The defense produced five wit- 
nesges in an effort to prove an 
alibi for Dillard, each of them testi- 
fying that he was at his place of 
business at the time the negro Byrd 
was hung. The defense admitted 
that Dillard was a spectator to the 
taking from jail of the negro. 

The trial of Jeff Jenkins, also 
charged with being implicated in 
the lynching, will begin Wednes- 
day, the jury having been selected 
this afternoon. Unless Jenkins is 
convicted, it is considered certain 
that the cases against a score of 
other men charged with participa- 
tion in the hanging, will be nolle 
prossed. :

There are those people so optimistic in tendency that they resent 
some people of the community, who have not time to investigate for, 
themselves, being told the real conditiois of the commuhity. Every- 
body should know what is going on inthe community around them.. If, 
sanitary conditions are not. what they should be the taxpayers and 
homeholders of the community should “know it. ‘The same holds in 
regard to the schools, to the waterworks, and to the hospitals, and 
now is the time for women to post themselves about’ these conditions.' 
The woman is charged with the responsibility of,the child’s. welfare, 
from its birth; she must see-to it that the room the child is in is ven- 
tilated and the air good. She must see that the water he drinks is 
pure as well as the milk. She must know whether the sewerage in the 
neighborhood is good, lest the. child breathe foul air, and she must 
know whether or not the school the child attends is the kind of school 
to equip him properly for life. ¥ : : 

Therefore, it is obvious that women have tle responsibility of 
posting themselves ‘about public affairs. At the present’ moment 
Atlanta women have before them the‘opportunity of using their influ- 
ence in deciding on a new bond issue and am increased tax rate. 

Nobody can blame women for using’ their influence, where they can. 
It has always been considered “womanly” for women to usé their in- 
fluence, but in a question where politics is involved women cannot use 
their influence unless they know ‘somethirg about the: questions in- 
volved. Politics will produce two sides in‘the contest an election will 
bring about. But as women are unfettered by the obligation of a vote 
they can work honestly in, the matter of using their influence. ‘They 
are not tied up with the obligation of having to-vote the wdy some man. 
wants them fo vote, who may have done some personal favor in the past.’ 

If it is a woman’s honest conviction ‘that’ we need’ better water- 
works, better sanitary facilities for the general welfare of ‘the commu- 
nity, and that a bond issue is necessary to provide the funds, then she 
can go ahead and use her influence where she can on the voters who 
will decide whether or not the bond issue will ‘pags.’ , 

Again, if the increased tax rate will: assure better scliools, better 
pay for teachers, then their right to:use their influence in that direction 
is unquestioned. | B 9 : 

At the same time, the women of: Atlanta, with their humanitarian 
instincts, might investigate why the Grady hospital, the city’s’ public 
hospital, is so run down at the heel, so inadequate to accommodate the 
city’s,need in this direction. It is a well-known fact that at one time 
this year when the military hospitals were filled with visiting women 


the city hospitals, where little worn-faced children were ill, and where 
the wives and female relatives of soldiers fighting overseas were in 
need of friendly solicitation and. cheer. The Grady hospital is always 
overcrowded, and there are many conditions which need improvement. 
This is one item of public interest the women of Atlanta might take 
under consideration, and’ they could do a great deal of good by using 
their influence in this dfrection. 

It is well, though, to get all the information on the subject, and to 
be ready to meet arguments brought to bedr when there are the two 
sides to the political angle of the question. 

There is a fine opportunity for the 8,000 women said to comprise 
the City Federation of Women’s Clubs to get out ‘and work on tnese 
questions of civic betterment involved in a bond issue. 

And why is it that the women of Atlanta in this splendid organi- 
zation are not more active in a cleaner Atlanta, is a question often asked. 
Now is the time to use their influence through organization. To be 
organized is useless, unless the organization is pushed and the women 
banded together for good purpose, do not use their machinery. 

Now is the time, too, for the women of this organization to afford 
opportunity for women to post themselves on the questions involved 
in the proposed bend issue and raised tax rates. It will be too late 
unless they begin their work in this direction now. It is a moment for. 
the practical, public-spirited work, not only of these 8,000 federated 
women, but for all the women of Atlanta individually to reach out and 
see what they can do.

In the opinion of the division of 
public works and construction de- 
velopments of the department of la- 
bor, there are three important 
things the federal government can

Never- 
theless, I know that it is giving 
anxious thought to some statesmen 
whose province is the world. Al- 
ready Turkestan has been turned 
into chaos and Bokhara has been 
disrupted, and the leaven is work- | 
ing in the Caucasus. What will it 
mean to civilization if the illiterate 
masses of Persia, India, China and 
Turkey become infected with this | 
virus of class consciousness and claSs | 
hatred? | 

Western Europe Safe.

Hartford, Conn., February 4— 
Connecticut through the action of 
its senate today is the first state 
to decline to ratify the federal pro- 
hibition amendment. Forty-four 
states through their legislatures 
have voted for ratification. 

It is believed that senate action 
definitely determines the attitude 
of this state although the house of 
representatives is expected to vote 
to ratify by a large margin. Legis- 
lative leaders, however, give no ex- 
pression of opinion which would 
lead to the belief that the senate 
would do other than adhere toa its 
action should the matter come be- 
fore it again. 

The first twelve articles of 
amendments to the constitution 
were not ratified by this state nor 
was the sixteenth 
which relates to the income tax.

Rickard Matches 
Dempsey to Meet 
Champ Willard 


New York, February 4.—Jack 
Kearns, manager for Jack Dempsey, 
tonight reached an oral agreement 
with ‘“‘Tex” Rickard, whereby he 
matched Dempsey to meet Jess Wil- 
lard for $27,500 and one-third of 
the motion picture. rights. The 
time and place of the match were 
not fixed. 

Both Kearns and Rickard agreed 
to post $5,000 when the agreement 
is signed on Dempsey’s arrival here 
from Salt Lake ye Rickard will 
post 25 per cent of Dempsey’s share 
sixty days before the bout, |. 

Fifty-five minutes of discussion 
was required before ‘the promoter 
and Dempsey’s manager reached a 
mutual financial — plane. 
opened the conference by offering to 
mach Dempsey against Willard for

pion is to receive,’ but Rickard re- 
fused absolutely to pay $33,333 to the 
Salt Lake City heavyweight and 
countered with a proposition of 
$25,000 and one-third of the moving 
picture rights. Kearns finally re- 
duced his terms to $30,000 and Rick- 
ard raised his to $27,500 and for a 
time neither appeared willing to 
change his figures. 

The conference was held in the 


writers and when the deadlock had 
continued some time, Rickard sug- 
gested that the size of Dempsey’s 
share of the purse be left to them. 
A blind ballot was taken and Rick- 
ard’s figures won by a margin of 
almost three to one. 

With the main detail settled, the 
other features were easily arranged. 
An understanding was reached that 
the. terms would be drawn up in 
legal form and the contract signed 
as soon as Dempsey reaches this 
city, which. probably will not be 
later than ‘Friday. : 

In addition to the forfeit deposits, 
Rickard agreed to pay the traveling 
expenses of Dempsey and his train- 
ing party in case the fight was held 
outside of North America. Willard 
and Dempsey will have the selection 
of the referee, who must be agree- 
able to Rickard, and in case the two 
fighters cannot agree, the promoter 
will then name his choice, which will 
be final. Rickard said that under 
no eircumstances would he act as 
the referee, as he did in the John- 
racer ee fight in Reno on July 
» 1910. ; 

No date or place for the contest, 
which under the contract calls for 
not more than forty rounds, has been 
selected. Rickard expects to stage 
the bout on July 4, but saia tonight 
that he. had not the slightest idea 
yet where he would finally erect his 
arena. He has until March 25 to an- 
nounce the site. 

He has until March 25 to announce 
the site and the boxers must train 
at least six. weeks at the scene of 
the battle. _The price of tickets will 
probably range from $10 to $50. 

Under the present agreement the 
total] amount of the purse for the 
two heavyweights reaches $127,500, 
which is the largest sum ever of- 
fered for a pugilistic encounter in 
any weight class. It exceeds by 
$6,500 the $121,000 record purse paid 
to Johnson and Jeffries.

Whatever form it takes in words, 
the league of nations will be, in fact, 
for its opening years, perhaps for- 
ever, an alliance between Great 
Britain, France and the United

themselves, doubtless, but 
against which there will be a new 
German intrigue, and not impossibly 
another German attack. 

For it is essential for Americans 
to recognize another fact which 
daily grows clearer in Europe. Ger- 
many is again beginning the process 
of reintegration and the first signs 
are far from encouraging. In de- 
feat as in victory the German re- 
mains a thing totally distinct from 
the western nations. Where he was 
arrogant he is now humble, but it 
is the humility of the hypocrite. His 
mental processes remain incompre- 
hensible. Unlike the French in 1871, 
unlike men, and, even more, women, 
in our civil war, he does not meet 
defeat with rigid muscles and un- 
bending spirit. On the contrary, 
he whines, fawns,_ sacrifices his 
comrades to escape punishment him- 
self, grovels; but always in his 
grovelling there is the unmistak- 
able expectation of material profit 
for moral abasement. Those men 
who held themselves lords of crea- 
tion and masters of Europe a few 
weeks ago will go to any length 
at this hour to curry favor with the 
men of the nations they wronged 
beyond expression. 

Old German Thing Beginning Again. 

Yet in this hour Europe, our own 
and our allied representatives 
Germany, are conscious that in some 
humble fashion the old -German 
thing is beginning again. 

German propaganda is at work, 
the German, although beaten, is 
using his teachers and his preachers 
to deny defeat, responsibility, for 
the war, everything. Thus the Ger- 
man does not .renounce his old ideas 
to accept our western views, but 
takes refuge behind methods and in 
devices utterly incomprehensible to 
nations with histories and tradi- 
tions like the French, British and 
ourselves. 

The surrender of the German fleet 
was a thing inexplicable to us, to 
the English, to nations with sea 
tradition, but it wag a lasting ex- 
pression, in fact, of the German 
idea, which abandons honor and 
ships with equal readiness 
profit lies elsewhere. 

Now Europe, still shaken by the 
terrible wounds that Germany fre- 
cently inflicted, conscious of greatly 
reduced strength, and vaguely ap- 
prehensive over growing difficulties 
of a return to peace conditions, not 
only sees Germany recovering, but 
recognizes that there is no substan: 
tial bulwark between Germany and 
that vast Russian chaos which sim- 
ply clamors for organization, and 
wiil easily lend itself to the peculiar 
German organization. 

Europe, the western powers, the 
have abandoned 
Russia. It will turn out that they 
have surrendered it to Germany. 
There were lacking resources, hu- 
man resources, to wage a new war 
to free Russia. Neither France nor 
England could be asked, in view of 
their losses in the war, to send more 
troops and incur more casualties at 
this time in Russia. So, having re- 
sorted to the transparent subterfuee 
of the principal islands scheme, the 
conference has retired from the 
Russian field, and it lies open in 
consequence to Germany, daily re- 
faining its sense of purpose and of 
direction.

peril, possibility of a new German 
ic te first into Russia, later 
perhaps into western Europe, this 
consciousness that in defeat the 
German remains himself incompre- 
hensible, intangible, fed by a differ- 
ent set of moral or immoral im- 
pulses—these facts strongly influ- 
ence the decisions taken in Paris 
and contribute to increasing Ameri- 
can influence, but always with the 
proviso that American responsibili- 
ties be equally increased. It is not 
that France or England exactly de- 
sire that America should pull their 
chestnuts out of the fire. There is 
something else. Both British and 
French feel that without American 
aid, that civilization and that de- 
mocracy which we have in common, 
ideals which we share, may, so far 
at least as Europe is concerned, zo 
under. The shock of the last attack 
was too terrible to permit either 
British or French to escape easily 
from its effect, if indeed they are 
to escape at all. 

And so, accepting our leadership, 
accepting Mr. Wilson’s suggestions, 
giving him the undisputed influence 
which Germany acquired and Bis- 
marck exercised only after three 
Fuccessful wars, British, French and 
Italian as well, are plainly and 
frankly demanding that we pay the 
price, and that price is shouldering 
some of the burdens of world prob- 
léms: Constantinople, for example, 
and Armenia and the states in cen- 
tral Africa. Save for ey the’ great

The thing 
seems to be incredible. 


New World in the Makink. 


Therefore, I want my American 
readers to examine, with some care, 
this new world which is in the mak- 
ing in Paris. and which their own 
country is doin g8s0 mucn to form. 
Nothing seems to be more likely 
now than that we who were Only 
associates of the western nations in 
the war, will find wurselves their 
allies when the peace of Paris is 
completed—allies committed to a 
good peace, and a sound working 
fabric of the league of nations but 
allies also committed to permanent 
activity outside of our own hemis- 
phere. 

It is, perhaps, possible to exag- 
gerate this impression which one 
derives in Paris, and I ought to say 
that there are many Americans here 
who strongly disagree, and helieve 
that America will easily and com- 
pletely separate herself when the 
treaty of peace is signed. Bnt I do 
not find justification in the situa- 
tion here to warrant this optimism 
or pessimism, as one may choose 
to regard it.

OF COTTON EXCHANGES. 

Washington, February 4.—Investi- 
Sation of the New York and New | 
Orleans cotton exchanges by a com- | 
mittee of five members of the house 
appointed by Speaker Clark, was 
proposed today by Representative 
Caraway, of Arkansas, in a resolu- 
tion introduced in the house. The 
committee would be directed to de- 
termine whether short selling and 
speculation on the exchanges had 
caused a decline of cotton prices. 

The resolution of Mr. Caraway 
would direct the committee to de- 
termine the cause of wide fluctua- 
tions in the cotton future market 
and whether the low prices are due 
to a conspiracy or restraint among 
dealers, It also would direct the 
committee to recommend legislation 
to restore open market conditions. 

Representatives from cotton 
states, including Mr. Caraway and 
Representatives Eagle, of Texas, 
and Heflin, of Alabama, urged that 
action be taken by congress to as- 
sure a higher price for cotton. Mr. 
Caraway did not directly charge 
that manipulation caused to de- 
cline in cotton prices, but Pepre- 
sentatives Hagle and Heflin assert- 
ed that foreign spinners by short 
selling through American agents 
had forced down the prices. 

“The price has constantly ircp- 
ped until now there is not any mar- 
ket for cotton,’ ‘declared Mr. Cara- 
way, asserting that this condition 
prevailed although the world’s cot- 
ton supply is short and the 1918 
crop of the south is the smallest 
evtr gathered there.

Whiling te Face Accusers. 

Chief Cody is said to be willing te 
meet his accusers on any basis. He 
has been in the service of the city 
for a long period of time, being the 
oldest employee of the city at the 
present time. He came to Atlanta 
as a boy of 18 years in 1876 and 
became a member of the volunteer 
fire department. After three years 
with the old Mechanics company he 
became a driver for Tallulah Com- 
pany No, 3 whose house stood.on the 
site of the. present site of the Grant 
building on Broad street. His serv- 
ice with the department -has been 
continuous, rising gradually to the 
present leadership of the organiza- 


tion.. 

Chief Cody would make no state- 
ment with reference t the inves- 
tigation that is to be held nor would 
he discuss the alleged remarks 
that are said to” have been made 
concerning him by members of the 
department.

the affair. Mr. Culver stated Tues- 
day night that he was powerless to 
take any action in the matter and

The two young students, who were 
hurt, when they were initiated into 
a secret society of young school boys 
on the outskirts of the citvw. were 
J. M. McCullough, Jr., the 16-year- 
old son of Mr. and Mrs. John M. Mc- 
Cullough, 147 Juniper street, who 
is now confined to his home suffering 
from severe injuries, and Edward 
Van Winkle, 15 years old, of 237 West 
Peachtree street, who was painfully 
bruised about the body. 

Young McCullough was reported 
practically out of danger Tuesday, 
although his condition is still re- 
garded as serious. However, neither 
of the students has made known the 
young students who are responsible 
for their condition. 

“I understand that a number of 
the students who are responsible 
for hazing these two boys are mem- 
bers of Tech High school,” said Mr. 
Culver, “but I have been told that 
students from other high schools 
are members of the secret society. 
I have been quoted as saying that 
I was against all secret societies in 
colleges, but this fs not so, although 
I am against any such seéret or- 
ganizations in the high schools. 

“I will place this matter before 
the board, but from the investiga- 
tion already made, I believe that the 
school system is blameless, and Ido 
not think the board can take any 
action in the matter.” 

Professor W. A. Sutton, principal 
of Tech High school, asserted Tues- 
day that the existence of such a so- 
ciety among the students of the 
school was unknown to the teach- 
ers, and was not recognized by the 
school.

This situation was the result of the 
strike of hotel workers, which has 
partly broken up the kitchen staffs 
and the table service in the larre 
hotels in the west end of the city. 
The kitchen staffs which are large- 
ly made up of foreigners, demand 
an eight-hour day and a 25 per cent 
increase in wages. The waiters de- 
mand the abolition of the system 
under which their tips are pooled 
and divided, with a commission on 
the takings deducted. They also 
demand a minimum wage of two 
pounds weekly for women and three 
for men. 

TAie smaller hotels were able to 
attend to their permanent guests, 
but in the larger ones, with accom- 
modations for one thous’-” or more 
guests each, long lines of patrons 
stood outside the dining rooms wait- 
ing vainly to be served.
